Teachers’ Salaries and the Cost of Living, 
by Walter Crosby Eells, Professor of Educa- 
tion, Stanford University; second in the 
School Economy Series, edited by Ray Ly- 
man Wilbur. Provides a definite factual 
study of existing conditions, and sets up a 
method for measuring the cost of living for 
the teaching group in a particular locality. 
The author has found that at least seven 
factors conspire to make the index number 
of the cost of living, computed by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics distinctly unfair 
as a gauge for the determination of a level 
for teachers salaries.
